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A VOLUNTEER, who has now been 
tending to strains, sprains and 
pains in Oxfordshire for more than 
50 years, says she has no plans to 
stop. 

Hazel Punter, of Banbury, has volun- 
teered for the St John Ambulance Ser- 
vice for 52 years. 

This month she was presented with a 
Laurel Leaf, to honour her lifetime of 
service to the first aid charity. 

The 68-year-old started volunteering 
for the St John cadets as a child, when 
she lived in Surrey, because her father 
was involved in volunteering. 

Mrs Punter said: “I started volunteer- 
ing for St John when I was 10, but I ac- 
tually volunteered for Red Cross when I 
was seven. 

“It’s always something I have done. I 
went on to become a professional nurse, 
got married and moved to Oxfordshire, 
where I have been ever since. 

“I feel quite proud. I have been there 
all my life, which is an achievement. 

“T’m still volunteering — I was on duty 
the other day - and I’m going to con- 
tinue.” 

Professionally, Mrs Punter trained to 
become a nurse in Canterbury, Kent, be- 
fore meeting her husband, John. 

The couple then moved to a marital 
home near Bicester in 1969. 

She was in the St John Ambulance 
Service for Bicester for two-and-a-half 
years, before she joined the Banbury 
unit, where has since served for 43 
years. 

During that time, she also worked as 
a district nurse, caring for patients in 
most of North Oxfordshire. 

The gilt Laurel Leaf is given to volun- 
teers in service after 52 years. 

It is worn with the service medal of 
the Order of St John, which is the only 
British medal that bears the head of 
Queen Victoria on current issue. 

Mrs Punter added: “I have always 
been interested in it. It’s a Christian 
service to the community and I like 
helping people. It gives something back 
to the community. 

“My husband has been very support- 
ive over the years. When I was out, he 
had to look after the children. 

“The time has gone so quickly.” 

The grandmother, who also used to 
provide first aid at Gatwick Airport 
during the time she lived in Surrey, said 
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she found being a volunteer very useful 
and met lots of different people that she 
would not have ordinarily have done. 
The unit manager for Banbury’s St 
John Ambulance Service, Mike Hick- 
man, has volunteered there for 20 years. 
He said: “Hazel is one of those people 
where I can pick up the phone at the 
last minute and she will go out for me. 
“If we’re really stuck, she will put her 
hand up. She is a godsend. 
“T’m so proud of her. She is such an 
example to others.”

Blueprint for homes 
and business Is here 


After 10 years of drafts 
local plan for Cherwell 
district is made official

AFTER 10 years of plan- 
ning, a document that 
will guide the delivery of 
22,840 homes across Cher- 
well has been agreed. 

Cherwell District Council 
adopted the plan after get- 
ting the official opinion of a 
Government inspector. 

The document will act as a 
major blueprint of sites for 
development and employ- 
ment up to 2031. 

Cherwell District Council 
lead member for planning 
Michael Gibbard said: “It 


has taken 10 years of prepa- 
ration, 18 months of scru- 
tiny and thousands of officer 
hours, but we are delighted 
to now be in a position where 
we have an up-to-date Local 
Plan. 

“This document will guide 
all planning applications 
over the next 16 years and, 
coupled with the fact we have 
a five-year land supply, will 
effectively put an end to spec- 
ulative applications which 
contravene our preferred 
sites for development.” 

“The plan signifies an im- 
portant step in Cherwell’s 
future as it will give us full 
control over the expansion 
of the district without being 
open to interpretation by op- 
portunistic developers.” 

The Local Plan will be im- 
mediately implemented as a 
guide for where 10,129 homes 
should go in Bicester, includ- 
ing 3,293 at the eco town, 


2,100 self-builds at Graven 
Hill, 1,500 in South East 
Bicester, 726 in South West 
Bicester and 300 at Gavray 
Drive. 

A further 7,319 homes are 
set for Banbury, including 
1,345 in Salt Way East, 700 in 
Canalside, 600 in Southam 
Road and 544 in North Han- 
well Fields. It also earmarks 
2,361 homes at the former 
RAF site in Upper Heyford 
and 3,031 elsewhere in the 
district. 

It also outlines 138.5 hec- 
tares of employment land in 
Bicester and 61 hectares in 
Banbury. 

Examination of the docu- 
ment was suspended last 
year following the publica- 
tion of Oxfordshire’s Strate- 
gic Housing Market Assess- 
ment (SHMA), which noted 
a need for an additional 6,050 
more homes in Cherwell. 

Government inspector 


Nigel Payne examined the 
document and held a three- 
week hearing to consider 
the views of residents and 
organisations. 

After consideration, no 
changes were made to the lo- 
cation and quantity of hous- 
ing, but employment land in 
Banbury was cut by 36 hec- 
tares. 

He concluded less employ- 
ment space at a site border- 
ing south Northamptonshire 
would limit the impact on 
surrounding countryside. 

The inspector also removed 
proposals for “green buffers” 
of land to separate the rural 
and urban areas, deeming it 
unnecessary. 

But Langford resident John 
Broad, speaking to the meet- 
ing on behalf of some Bices- 
ter residents, lobbied for a 
site close to Gavray Drive to 
be given Local Green Space 
designation.

A YOUNG guitar prodigy 
has been thrown into the 
limelight after his video 
gathered 5.5 million views 
on Facebook and a retweet 
from celebrity heavyweight 
Perez Hilton.

Four years later, Toby, from 
Bloxham, decided to post a blues 
track in April, called Get Well 
Soon Mr BB King, on YouTube 
after the blues legend, who died 
in May, was hospitalised. 

The track caught the eye of 
American blues musician Joe 
Bonamassa earlier this year, 
who posted it on Facebook along 
with the words “this is what it is 
all about.” 

And last Tuesday his fanbase 
reached heights on when blog- 
ger Perez Hilton shared the vid- 
eo with his following of more 
than six million on Twitter. 

Toby Lee said: “My dad told 
me but I didn’t know who he 
was. Then we looked him up on 
Wikipedia and it felt really cool 
because it felt like I had turned 
into a bigger person. 

“I got into the blues about a 
year ago when I saw Buddy Guy. 

“On the web it showed BB King 
and I loved it, The Thrill is Gone. 

“We got a backing track and 
I just played to it, then my par- 
ents were looking and they were 
like what is that, they had never 
seen me play like that. 

“T feel pleased because I always 
try to work hard, and it is not 
about money it is about doing 
what you want to do. 

“My idols are Angus Young, 
Stevie Ray Vaughan and Jimi 
Hendrix.” 

Proud dad Mr Lee said: “It is 
just amazing someone like Perez 
Hilton has picked up on a local 
lad from Bloxham.” 


Volunteers needed for dormouse search 


VOLUNTEERS are needed to 
help hunt for the dormouse. 

The Oxfordshire Dormouse 
Project has said it needs up to 60 
people to help carry out what it 
says is “vital” monitoring and 
recording work over the summer. 

One thousand nesting tubes 
have been installed in 14 
woodland areas around 
Charlbury, Fulbrook, Piddington, 
Stokenchurch and Goring, and 
researchers are hoping these will 
provide evidence of dormice 
activity and show whether the 
species is in decline in the area. 

Pete Newbold, survey officer 
for the project that is run by 
Oxfordshire Mammal Group, 
said: “Dormice are quite rare, 
they’re a protected species and 


there are very few records of 
them in Oxfordshire. 

“We need around five 
volunteers per site, and this isa 
unique opportunity to joina 
licensed group of experts and 
take part in important work. 

“Tf we do find dormice, then 
some of our volunteers may be 
able to handle them.” 

The Trust for Oxfordshire’s 
Environment has provided £4,000 
for the work. 

Mr Newbold added: “Even if 
people are unable to volunteer, 
we'd still like them to conduct 
nut hunts of their own.”

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Police probe why its van

AN INVESTIGATION _ has 
been launched after a police 
vehicle was parked in a set- 
down and pick-up bay at a 
Morrison’s supermarket. 

Banbury resident Scott Adams 
reported the incident to Thames 
Valley Police after he saw the van 
parked in the space in the super- 
market in Swan Close Road in the 
town. 

The force has now said it will in- 
vestigate the incident, which hap- 
pened on Saturday, July 18. 

Quality manager Mr Adams, 45, 
said: “This is not the first time I 
have seen it happen at Morrisons. 

“Sometimes they are parked in 
the parent and child spaces and 
sometimes it is in the collection 
and pick-up space. 

“Tt happens often and people just 
sort of look and sigh. 

“T saw the officer walking 
around shopping. I accept that if 
he was responding to a call out 
he might have had to park some- 
where like that, but this was just a

blatant abuse.”

MORE than 3,000 speed- 
ing tickets were issued to 
Oxfordshire’s ambulance 
service in just one year. 

Only two other ambulance 
services in England — in 
Yorkshire and East Midlands 
— were given more tickets 
than the 3,306 given to South 
Central Ambulance Service 
(SCAS), which covers Oxford- 
shire, Berkshire, Bucking- 
hamshire and Hampshire. 

The penalty charge notices 
(PCNs) added up to £330,600 
in 2013 for the service, but 
is believed many of them 
were successfully appealed 
because speed limits do not 
apply to emergency vehicles 
responding to calls. 

Former volunteer SCAS 
ambulance driver Godfrey 
Smith, 66, said the tickets 
should not be issued. 

The Faringdon resident 
worked as a community first 
responder for the service for 
15 years until 2013 before be- 
ing sacked for speeding on 
his way to a call-out, as the 
exemption does not cover vol- 
unteers in their own vehicles. 

He was reinstated after a 
campaign by our sister paper, 
the Oxford Mail, but retired 
in December 2014. 

He said: “We need to look at 
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Penalty notices added up to more than £330,000 before appeals 
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the way these tickets are sent 
out to stop this happening. 

“T think if an ambulance 
goes through a speed trap but 
it clearly has its blue lights on 
a ticket should not automati- 
cally be issued. 

“Tt is an added pressure for 
paramedics and this has been 
going on for years but nobody 
has ever done anything. 

“The time spent appealing 
against these tickets would be 
better spent saving lives.” 

On top of the 3,306 speeding 
tickets issued to the ambu- 
lance trust, another 58 were 
issued to SCAS paramedics 
between 2013 and 2015. 

The highest speed recorded 
by a SCAS emergency vehicle 
was 96mph in a 60mph zone. 

In order for an ambulance 
service to appeal a speeding 
ticket, it must check the ve- 
hicle’s registration against 
records to get a radio call sign 
and check this against the 999 
incident log. If the log match- 
es the time a vehicle got a 
ticket, the service must write 
an official letter to police. 

SCAS spokeswoman Mi- 
chelle Archer said: “SCAS 
has worked closely with the 
police forces in our area to de- 
velop an approved and robust 
system to handle all notices 
of intended prosecutions. 

“This is in line with Asso- 
ciation of Chief Police Offic- 
ers guidance which means we 
should not receive notifica- 
tions for activations where 
blue lights are visible. 

“We are really pleased to 
have implemented this robust 
system.”

Sex case failure probe suspended 


AN INVESTIGATION by the 
police watchdog into 
Thames Valley Police’s 
handling of Operation 
Bullfinch has been 
suspended, it has emerged. 
The force referred itself to 
the Independent Police 
Complaints Commission 
(IPCC) on February 26, in 
the wake of a serious case 
review of how authorities 
failed to prevent the sexual 
abuse of young girls in 


Oxford by grooming gangs. 


The review said there 
were 1,561 recorded police 
contacts with the girls, but 
just 26 offences recorded. 

In one instance, a victim 
said she arrived at a police 
station during the early 
hours of the morning, 
“bruised and bloody”, but 
was dismissed as “being 
naughty, a nuisance”. 

The IPCC’s investigation 
is due to look at whether 


any police officers or staff 
should be disciplined, but 
the watchdog said it had 
suspended the investigation 
in April. 

Spokeswoman Annabelle 
McMillan said: “We have 
asked the force for some 
clarification on issues 
highlighted within the 
serious case review and its 
own individual 
management review, and we 
are awaiting its response.” 


VAN DRIVER ATTACKED 


A MAN was pulled from his 
van by two men and assaulted 
with a knife, police said. 
Thames Valley Police were 
called to Withycombe Drive, 
Banbury, at 11.45pm on July 
21, following reports that a 
23-year-old had been attacked. 
Officers said he suffered 
minor injuries, believed to be 
from a knife, but did not need 
hospital treatment. One 
suspect fled on foot and the 
other left in a blue vehicle.

A COMMUNITY group is hoping a new 
website will make it easier for charities 
and organisations to find more funding. 

Oxfordshire Community and Voluntary 
Action has come up with the idea of 
collecting details of thousands of groups 
and advertising their needs to funders. 

It comes after OCVA director Trevor 
Barton said some not-for-profit groups 
struggled to find new ways of bringing in 
cash. 

The site would work like Amazon, with 
customers not just searching fora 
charity, but for the type of service it 
offered or by its location. 

Mr Barton said each charity’s page 
would have details of what it did, what it 
needed and how the funding could help. 
Potential backers could decide whether 
to invest. 

Mr Barton, who said charity 360 Giving 
had told OCVA the tool was the first of its 
kind in the UK, added: “Oxfordshire 
Community Foundation director Jayne 
Woodley pointed out that there are a lot 
of funders in Oxfordshire but they are 
not finding each other. 

“There are more than 1,000 groups that 
will automatically be included because 
they were in our public directory.” 

OCVA hopes the tool will be ready to 
use next summer. Banbury Food for 
Charities, which transports unwanted 
food from supermarkets to charities, has 
already submitted its details. 

Trustee Kieron Mallon said: “I think 
charities are usually best placed to 
provide and deliver a lot of services that 
people need and to have a one-stop shop 
to find charities in our area is a very good 
idea and it will save a lot of people time.” 

Charities and groups can submit their 
details at ocva.org.uk. 


THOUSANDS of Oxfordshire 
teenagers are due to benefit 
from a scheme to help them 
make a difference in their 
community. 

Oxfordshire County Council 
hopes to deliver the National 
Citizen Service until 2018. 

The scheme, funded by the 
Government, allows teenagers 
aged 15 to 17 to get involved with 
projects, learn skills and gain 
confidence. 

They are taken to the Isle of 
Wight for a week of rock 
climbing, abseiling and other 
activities. They visit Hill End, 
near Farmooyr, to try cooking 
and first aid and listen to sexual 
health advice.

One NCS team leader, James 
Moores, said: “It’s really great to 
watch their confidence grow. 
This goes on their CVs and 
boosts their opportunities later 
in life.” 

Participant Jodie Meeson, 15, 
of Cheney School, said: “I was 
really anxious about finding 
work or going to sixth form, but 
throughout these past four 
weeks I’ve felt so confident and 
I’m not worried about leaving 
school now.” 

It is expected that more than 
600 Oxfordshire teenagers will 
have completed the scheme by 
the end of this year.

Crime spree teen jailed 


Judge tells man to sort out 
his problems and behave

A TEENAGE father, who was 
behind a string of crimes, has 
been handed a six-month jail 
sentence and told to sort out 
his problems. 

Daniel Lewis had admitted car- 
rying out the catalogue of crimes 
when he appeared for an hearing 
at Banbury Magistrates’ Court 
earlier this year. 

They included shoplifting, as- 


sault, burglary and public disor- 
der, all committed during six-week 
a period. 

Cathy Olliver, prosecuting, said 
the 19-year-old had shoplifted from 
the Cooperative, Aldi and Mace 
stores in Banbury between April 
and May this year. 

He had also admitted hurl- 
ing abuse at a staff member ina 
branch of the McDonald’s fast 
food restaurant and punching 
Shaw Dickinson repeatedly in the 
face. 

The attack was said to have hap- 
pened after their girlfriends got 
into a fight. 

Kathryn Havington, defending, 
said Lewis, of School View, Ban- 


bury, had started getting into trou- 
ble after he became involved with 
a young woman. 

She added: “Most of his offend- 
ing has been intrinsically linked 
to his relationship [with the wom- 
an mentioned]. 

“She is a 24-year-old female who 
has quite a troubled past.” 

Miss Havington appealed to the 
court for a suspended sentence to 
be imposed, so that Lewis could 
continue to support his six-month- 
old daughter. 

However, at Oxford Crown Court 
on Tuesday, Judge Ian Pringle said 
he could not ignore the commis- 
sion of so many crimes so close 
together. 


He decided to impose a custodial 
sentence on Lewis for a period of 
six months, as well as handing 
him a £200 fine. 

The judge told him: “At the age 
of 19, I have to sentence you for a 
large number of offences. 

“Not offences of the most serious 
sort on their own, but taken to- 
gether [they comprise] a real orgy 
of offending. 

“You are an adult and you have 
got to understand it is down to you 
to sort your own problems out. 

“T hope that you have properly 
reflected upon your life. 

“You are at the beginning of 
adulthood. Make sure that you 
don’t waste it.”

Fears over cost 
of bed blocking 


It has been revealed the 
‘number one challenge’ 
for area is costing £9m

FEARS are mounting over 
the impact on patients and 
financial waste of the esti- 
mated £9 million cost of bed 
blocking in Oxfordshire. 

The concerns have been raised 
after it emerged this week that 
nearly half the number of beds 
in acute hospitals are being tak- 
en up by around four per cent of 
the trust’s patients. 

Oxford University Hospitals 
NHS Trust has 67 wards that 
provide 1,394 beds, with 151 of 
those set aside for children. 

However, around 600 of the re- 
maining beds are taken up each 
month with long-term patients 
who are in hospital for 14 days or 
more, meaning that just four per 
cent patients are using nearly 
half the capacity. 

Clinical services director Paul 
Brennan told a meeting of the 
trust’s board of directors that 
capacity was becoming the num- 
ber one challenge. 

He said: “The number of pa- 
tients who were in our beds for 
14 days or more have made up a 


Clinical services director Paul 
Brennan stressed the problem 


total of more than four per cent 
of our activity, but if we look at 
the bed days concerned that is 
46 per cent. 

“So four per cent of our pa- 
tients are using nearly 50 per 
cent of our resources. 

“That is clearly becoming our 
number one challenge.” 

In May, the trust had 13,024 
patients of which 611 were long 
term, compared to 12,398 pa- 
tients in April, with 626 of them 
staying in hospital 14 days or 
more. 

The board heard that of the 
152 delayed transfers of care in 
May, 119 were within the hospi- 
tal, when patients had to stay 
there instead of being moved 
home, or into community hos- 


pitals and nursing homes. This 
rose to 131 in June. 

The trust, which runs Oxford’s 
John Radcliffe and Churchill 
hospitals, Banbury’s Horton 
General Hospital, as well as 
Nuffield Orthopaedic Centre, 
launched a campaign on the 
problem in April. 

It brought in more staff and 
patient transport services and 
offered earlier operation times. 

However, Mr Brennan admit- 
ted that the 150 patients stuck 
in hospital beds on average each 
month was the equivalent of fill- 
ing six of the trust’s 67 wards. 

With each ward costing around 
£1.5 million a year to run it is es- 
timated that bed blocking could 
be costing up to £9 million a year. 

Figures released in April re- 
vealed the trust was rated bot- 
tom in the country for bed block- 
ing in January and second worst 
in March. 

Healthwatch Oxfordshire 
chief executive Rachel Coney: 
“Healthwatch remain very con- 
cerned about the situation in 
Oxfordshire not only because of 
the financial waste but because 
of the impact being stuck in hos- 
pital has on patients’ health and 
wellbeing.” 

The trust is working with the 
county council, Oxfordshire 
Clinical Commissioning Group 
and Oxford Health NHS Founda- 
tion Trust to improve transfers.

MISSION: IMPOSSIBLE — ROGUE 
NATION (12A, 131 mins), an action/ 
thriller with Tom Cruise, Jeremy 
Renner, Simon Pegg, Rebecca 
Ferguson, Ving Rhames, Sean 
Harris, Alec Baldwin, Simon 
McBurney, Jens Hulten and Tom 
Hollander.

CALL it testosterone-fuelled 
recklessness, hubris or feel- 
ing the need ... the need for 
speed, Tom Cruise certainly 
puts on a show in the fifth in- 
stalment of the franchise. 

He clings to the side of a plane 
as it takes flight, slaloms at 
dizzying speed on a motorcycle 
and performs death-defying 
leaps as secret agent Ethan 
Hunt. 

The 53-year-old star performs 
most of these hair-raising stunts 
himself, allowing writer- 
director Christopher McQuarrie 
to capture every pulse- 
quickening second in thrilling 
close-up with minimum digital 
trickery. 

Cruise’s commitment to his 
role puts fellow action stars to 
shame. Unlike the films of 
Stallone and Schwarzenegger, 
the script is devoid of wry one- 
liners to poke fun at his 
advancing years. 

McQuarrie, Oscar-winning 
screenwriter of The Usual 
Suspects, bookmarks slam-bang 
action sequences with 
intentionally ambiguous 
exchanges between rival 
operatives, who acknowledge 
the futility of their efforts as 
pawns in the spy game. 

Their inevitable deaths will go 
unnoticed and fresh-faced young 
agents will step forward, 
continuing the brutal tug-of-war 
between political idealism and 


global terrorism. The film opens 
with the Impossible Missions 
Force (IMF) hijacking a 
shipment of nerve gas from 
Chechen separatists. 

Soon after, CIA director Alan 
Hunley (Alec Baldwin) succeeds 
in shutting down IMF for a total 
disregard for protocol, which led 
to the destruction of the 
Kremlin in the previous film. 

The hunters become the 
hunted when a shadowy 
organisation known as the 
Syndicate, fronted by Solomon 
Lane (Sean Harris), targets IMF 
for extinction. 

Hunt covertly reunites with 
colleagues William Brandt 
(Jeremy Renner), Benji Dunn 
(Simon Pegg) and computer 
hacker Luther Stickell (Ving 
Rhames) to bring down The 
Syndicate using every gadget, 
disguise and turbo-charged 
vehicle at their disposal. 

The operation brings Hunt 
into close contact with 
undercover MI6 agent Ilsa Faust 
(Rebecca Ferguson) and her 
slippery handler (Simon 
McBurney), a sadistic 
henchman known as the Bone 
Doctor (Jens Hulten) and the 
unsuspecting British Prime 
Minister (Tom Hollander). 

“This may very well be our last 
mission,” Brandt tells Hunt. 
“Make it count.” 

Mission: Impossible — Rogue 
Nation is slickly bolted together 
by McQuarrie and editor Eddie 
Hamilton (Kick-Ass, Kingsman: 
The Secret Service). 

Turbo-charged scenes of 
carnage are punctuated by 
IMF’s existential crisis ina 
world that regards their 
methods as “outdated”. 

Cruise somersaults, punches 
and tumbles through every 
frame without breaking sweat, 


while Pegg, who was pigeon- 
holed as comic relief in the 
previous instalment, steps up in 
a pivotal supporting role. 

Ferguson’s ice maiden doesn’t 
thaw sufficiently under Cruise’s 
smouldering gaze to kindle 
on-screen chemistry but her 
femme fatale snaps several 
limbs and necks in impressive 
hand-to-hand combat sequences. 

Humour is used sparingly to 
diffuse tension, leaving us 
hungry for another explosion of 
IMF antics to the pulsating 
rhythm of Lalo Schifrin’s iconic 
theme. 

On this evidence, Mission: 
Impossible and its gung-ho 
leading man won’t be self- 
destructing any time soon.

Taking Pity by David Mark, hard-

teenage secrets and hidden pasts 
are explored in this engaging novel 
from Lisa Jewell, the bestselling 
author of The House We Grew Up 
In, Within the communal gardens 
of Virginia Crescent, life seems eter- 
nally peaceful until the comatose 
body of a new 13-year-old resident 
is discovered in the darkness fol- 
lowing a neighbourhood party. 
Suddenly everyone seems to be a 
suspect, and the residents question 
who they can really trust. Jewell 
has crafted a community filled with 
complex personalities, and as the 
dark histories of the garden and its 
residents come to light, you come 
to trust everyone and no one all at 
once, leaving you as unsettled as 
the characters. However, it is in the 
narration of young adults where 
Jewell exceeds, as their attention to 
detail, which is so often overlooked 
by adults, assists to unravel a tight 
web of secrets.
